Kleber'a 
taking  \mvm* J Sain*  He  alWedt0  ti,e 
grand  Vi  -'m  ;  to*  whom,  however,  lir 
Sidney  Smitt  declared,  that  in  his  bit 
difpatches  Kehad  been  ftrickly  enjoined, 
to  continue  the  blockade  of  AlexandrtAjJ 
and  not  to  fufler  a  fingle  Frenchman  to1 
quit  Eg*pt.  In  confequence  of  tins,  (as 
is  already  known)  general  Kleber  attack- 
ed and  defeated  the  grand  Vizier,  and  the 
French  are  again  in  pofleffion  of  Cairo, 
the  capital  of  Egypt.  Many  of  the  vef- 
f  Is  freighted  for' Alexandria  and  Cairo 
have  fince  been  unladen  ;  and  thofe  fliips 
that  had  been  hired  by  the  Porte,  to  con- 
vey the  French  from  Egypt,  have  receiv- 
ed'.! fmall  indemnification.  Several  de- 
puties, among  others  the  late  treafurer 
of  Cairo,  Clobi  Effendi,  have  arrived 
here,  to  reraonftrate  againft  the  impedi- 
ment? thrown  in  the  way  of  the  French, 
to  prevent  their  departure  from  Egypt; 
in  confluence  of  which  a  Divan  was 
held,  at  which  the  Grand  Sciguor  him- 
felt  was  prefent.

I  batten  to  inform  you  that  the  city  of 
Genoa  will  only  be  evacuated  on  the  24th 
tltft.  I  have  feen  Gen  Hohenzollern, 
who  has  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
Gen.  Melas's  orders  to  deliver  the  city 
and  forts  of  Genoa  to  the  French  troops, 
with  the  ftorcs  and  artillery  agreed  upon 
on  the  24th  June,  at  4  o'clock,  A.  JSC. 
He  has  given  me  affurances,  of  which  I 
cannon  entertain  a  doubt,  that  tiie  or- 
ders he  has  received  would  be  executed 
by  him,  with  all  the  fcrupulou fuel's  and- 
loyalty  pofiihle,  although  he  d.>es  not 
conceal  his  difapprobation  of  the  e«  iven- 
tion  of  which  Melas  had  giveri  liiia  no 
knowledge. 

You  may  then  remain  eafv  on  his  ac- 
count, as  on  that  of  the  Ertglifh  who 
ere  ready  to  put  to  lea  yefterday,  but 
who  depart  in  very  bad  humor  ;  they 
wanted  to  take  away  all  the  fl  ues  and 
artillery,  but  general  Hohenzollern,  ret 
fufed  to  accede,  and  even  marched  two 
battallions  to  prevent  them.  We  can- 
not but  praife  his  candor,  and  the  Geno- 
cfe  themfelves  have  no  caufe  to  complain 
againit  him. 

The  Englifli  take  with  them  all  the 
grain  that  is  not  unloaded.  Sixty  thdu- 
Land  loads  (charges)  are  to  be  exported 
from  Genoa  to  Leghorn,  although  the 
merchants  haw*  offered  6  livres  per  load 
extra.  This  time  the  fplte  of  the  En- 
gliih  has  overcame  their  avarice,  and 
lord  Keith  declared  that  he  would  more 
ftricily  than  ever  blockade  the  port  and 
riviera,  to  revenge  himfelf  of  our  victo- 
ries on  ibis  innocent  city. 

Yefterday  gen.  Wille:  embarked  with 
a  corps,  compofedofa  few  adventurers, 
paid  by  the  Englifli.  Pichegru  had  been 
momently  expected.  This  intelligence  I 
have  from  the*  count  de  liutTy.

One  of  the  numerous  German  Ga- 
zettes, aff'jres  us  that  the  archduke 
Charles  lately  received  a  courier  from 
Vienna,  at  his  place  of  retirement  in 
Bohemia,  charged  with  difpatches  from 
the  emperor,  his  brother,  in  which  he 
earneftlv  prays  him  to  reaffume  the  c6m- 
ruasd  of  the  Imperial  army  in  German}-. 
At  the  fame  time  the  prince  received  a 
deputation  from  the  ftatea  of  Bohemia, 
irniibutrcrng  to  him  that  if  he  will  return 
to  the  head  of  the  army,  that  kingdom 
will  furnith  voluntarily  an  augmentation 
of  twenty  thoufand  recruits  completely 
equipped.  Prince  Charles,  adds  the 
German  journali'L  has  been  extremely 
charmed  with  l!<efe  marks  of  efteem  and 
confidence  :  'he  has  thanked  affectionate- 
ly the  dates  of  Bohemia  ;  and  has  repli- 
ed to  the  emperor  that  he  will  confent 
ti  take  the  command  of  the  army  only  on 
the  following  conditions,  viz.  that  he 
himfelf  coinpofe  the  general  Raff  of  the 
army  ;  that  he  have  the  uncontrolled  di- 
rection of  the  military  operations — and 
.that  the  Aulic  council  of  war,  (hall  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  plan  of  the  cam- 
paign. 

The  whole  of  the  Pruflian  army  of 
obfervation  dengued  to  make  the  neutral- 
ity of  upper  Germany  re-fpecU  d,  which  is 
potted  between  the  Wcfer  and  the  Rhine, 
is  in  complete  motion,  for  the  luft  4  or  5 
days  with  a  view  of  changing  all  its  pofi- 
tions.  One  part  is  marching  into  the 
bifhoprick  of  Munfter,  and  towards  the 
frontiers  of  the  Batavian  republic.  From 
another  quarter  we  learn  that  I'everal  re- 
giments of  Hanoverian  cavalry  and  in- 
fantry are  again  newly  arrived  on  the 
frontiers  of  the  elector  of  Hanover,  and 
within  the  neighborhood  of  Bremen  and 
Ohlenburg,  where  they  are  this  moment 
encamped. 

All  the  French  prifoners  of  war  taken 
during  t  he  la  It  campaign,  and  who  remai- 
ned in  Hungary,  Bohemia,  and  Moravia, 
are  exchanged  for  an  equal  number  of 
Auftrian  prifoners.  They  will  be  con- 
veyed  by  tranfports  of  from  5  to  600 
men  within  the  neighborhood  of  Man- 
heini  and  Frankfort,  that  the  exchange 
may  be  more  eafiiy  executed. 

STRASBURG,  7th  Meflidor. 
The  German  Gazettes  of  the  5th  Mef- 
fidor  contain  all  the  details  of  the  affair 
which  took  place  near  Donauworth.  The 
p ape:  s  of  Stutgard,  of  the  3d  Meflidor,  re 
port,  that  on  the  30th  Priarial  a  large  bo- 
dy of  armed  French,  eftimated  at  20  or 
30,000  men,  palled  the  Danube  at  three 
points,  between  Ulm  and  Donauworth. 
The  troops  of  Wirtemberg  have  been  the 
principal  fufferera  on  thisoccafion,  and  as 
well  as  the  Auftrian  troops  have  been  for- 
ced to  retire,  after  confiderable  lot's.  By 
this  defeat  the  Imperial  army  finds  itfelf 
feparated  into  two  parts,  5k  the  corps  of 
gen.  Kray  is  feparated  from  that  of  Stzar- 
ray.  Gen.  Kray  hadno  fooner  heard  of  the 
ch.ck  which  Stzarray  hadreceived  than  he- 
left  Ulm  and  tranfported  his  head-quar- 
ters to  Elwengen.  He  his  quitted  the 
neighborhood  of  Ulm  with  a  corps  of  re- 
ferve  which  he  commanded  in  perfon.but 
he  has  left  a  ftrong  force  in  the  garrifon  ; 
lie  has  given  orders  to  his  corps  to  direct 
its  march  towards  Ulm,  Ellwengen,  and 
Dinkeifpiel  on  'the  Nuremberg!).  The 
i'Yench,  after  having  repulfed  the  Impc- 
perialifts,  the  Wirtemberghers,  and  the 
Bavarians,  extended  themfelves  on  the 
night  of  the  30th,  towards  Heidenheim 
and  Aalen.  They  occupy  Donauworth, 
Ddlangen,Lauingen,Oundilfingen,  Stein- 
lieim,  Giengen,  WittUUngea  and  Obcr- 
mergin, 

Mr.  Wickbam  has  been  again  at  Vien- 
na.— We  believe  that  he  wilhed  to  pre- 
vent the  evils  which  have  befallen  the 
armies  of  Kray  from  being  imputed  to  the 
'winifter  Thuget,  and  that  he  would  fup- 
port  the  minifter  with  all  his  credit.  In 
the  mean  time  he  prdTes  the  railing  of  the 
recruits,  and  the  march  of  all  the  difpofa- 
ole  troops.  He  has  juft. concluded  a  fub- 
lidiarv  treaty  with  the  prince  of  Lowen- 
(tein,  by  which  that  prince  is  to  furnifli  a 
corps  of  infantry  and  another  ofchall'eurs 
lobe  in  the  pay  of  England.

.,s  they  coujpin  official  intelligence  of  the 
lateft date, and df  the,  higheft  political  con- 
fequence.  I  forbear  to  make  any  particu- 
lar comments  on  t!ie  natural  coi  fequen- 
ces  which  may  be  expected  to  refult  from 
operations  foextenfive  andaitonilhing, es- 
pecially as  you  will  be  able  to  recur  to 
editorial  remarks,  and  the  opinions  of  the 
,  fi  It  politicians  on  this  fide  of  the  Atlan- 
tic, in  order  to  aifift  your  own  reflections 
on  the  fubject.  Since  the  news  of  eventsrv 
del  filed  in  theft  papers  reached  London, 
the  public  mind  fcems  to  have  been  occu- 
pied by  nothing  eU'e.  Commerce,  which 
in  ordinary  times  feems  cxclu!':\ el v  to  en- 
gage  the  attention  of  the  great  -r  part  of 
this  comu. unity,  appears  at  prclent  to 
have  yielded  to  conliderations  of  a  much, 
higher  and  more  interefling  nature.  Ia 
the  opinion  0;  intelligent  men,  the  great 
queftion  which  has  fa  long  agitated  and 
convulfed  Europe,  is  now  rapidly  tending 
to  a  concluiion.  After  a  ptrufal  of  the 
papers,  you  can,  I  think,  have  but  little 
doubt  that  the  decifion  mult  be  in  favour 
of  the  great  Republican  came,  and  that 
the  mighty  phalanx  of  Royalty,  which  has 
been  fo  long  gathering  on  the  continent 
to  oppofe  the  progrefs  of  Liberty  .nuit  foon, 
be  fcattered  and  difperied  beyond  the  hope 
J  of  recovery.  I  know  net  what  imprcfii- 
ons  may  be  produced  on  your  fide  of  the 
watcr,by  thefe  events,  bat  here  the  caufe 
of  Hefpotiim,  is  cpnfidered  if  not  wholly 
loft,  to  be  at  lead  in  a  ftate  of  defperation. 
You  may  deternpne  a  man's  politics  b ■■•  a. 
glance  at  his  countenance,  as  vou  j^fj 
him  in  the  ftreet.  Indeed  the  djfaftersoW 
the  Royal  coalition,  and  the  triumph  of 
the  Republican  ai  r.iesf  are  aim  oft  as  in- 
telligibly expreffed  by  the  lengthened  vi- 
fage  and  dowacait  look  of  a  BritiiOb  politi- 
cian, as  if  they  were  reflected  by  a  tele- 
graph, or  proclaimed  by  a  herald.  The 
|]  fi rll  appearance  of  Buonaparte  and  his  ar- 
ij  my  on  the  plains  of  Piedmont,  or  within 
P  the  walls  of  Milan,  can  have  produced  lit— 
ji  tie  more  furprifc  and  con.'cernation  a- 
mongft  the  Italians  and  Auttrians  than 
has  been  excited  here  by  the  hittory  of 
his  glorious  camgaign.  I  am  happy,  how- 
ever, to  difcover,  that  the  confufion  and 
di fappointment  which  prevail  amongft  the 
minions  of  defpotifm,  is  nearly  equalled 
by  the  exultation  which  is  felt,  if  not  o- 
peniv  avowed,  by  many  people  here. 

The  fate  of  Italy  is  unque'ilionably  de- 
cided— a  Peace  with  Germay  can  hardly 
fail  to  be  the  confequence — this  effected 
it  rmttt  be  their  own  fault  if  the  French  do 
not  take  good  care  of  their  good  friends! 
the  ErtgUlh,  fo  indeed  as  to  leave  no  doubt 
on  the  mind  of  Mr.  Pitt,  that  the  conful 
at  Paris  is  the  very  man  he  u  petends  " 
to  be.  Having  fully  and  fatisfadtorily  af 
pertained  who  and  what  Mr.  Buonaparte 
is,  it  is  tobeprefutned  theBritilh  Minifter 
will  be  able  to  conjure  up  no  further  ex- 
cuie  for  not  yielding  to  the  general  excla- 
mation in  favor  of  PEACE.

Mehemed  Effendi  Bey  Eflendi,  charge 
d'affaires  of  the  Ottoman  Porte  to  the 
Court  of  Pruiiia,  arriv.d  this  morning  at 
Berlin. 

It  is  afferted  that  the  Czar  has  forbid- 
den the  importation  of  Engliih  merchan- 
dize into  Ruifia  ;  that  he  is  putting  him- 
felf  in  a  formidable  flats  of  defence  by 
fea  ;  and  that  a  confederacy  is  laid  to  he 
forming  among  the  northern  powers,  to 
reprels  the  depredations  which,  without 
regard  for  any  flag,  are  daily  committing 
by  the  Britifli. 

STRASBURG,  June  23. 

Yederday  we  received  a  telegraphic 
account  from  the  Rhine,  that  Lecourbe 
has  forced  the  palfage  of  the  Danube  near 
Blenheim  and  Dillcngen,  made  4000  pri- 
soners and  taken  four  (land  of  colours 
and,  fourteen  pieces  of 'cannon.  The  in- 
defatigable gen.  Lecourbe  had  then  after 
the  taking  of  Aur'.burgh,  repaffed  the 
Lech,  advanced  along  the  Danube,  near 
Donauworth.  The  date  is  not  given  in 
the  telegraphic  bulletin,  but  there  is  rea- 
fon  to  believe  this  affair  took  place  on  the 
19th,  and  that  it  was  the  corps  of  general 
Sztaray,  which  had  already  fuffered  very 
much  the  14th,  near  Gunfberg,  that  was 
again  beaten.  General  S^tarray  had,  in 
torffequence  of  the  battle  of  the  14th, 
paffed  tiie  Danube  at  Gunzburg,  of  which 
place  the  French  poffeffed  themfelvesthe 
16th,  and  approached  Dillingen.  A 
French  column  then  conceived  the  bold 
attempt  to  poffefs  itfelf  of  the  park  of 
Au!*rian  artillerv  eftablifh  >d  at  Hoeth- 
ftadt,  confuting  of  more  than  200  pieces 
of  artillery,  but  it  efcaped  it. 

In  the  night,  between  the;  15th  and 
i6th,it  was  carried  with  precipitation 
towards  Heidenheim,  behind  the  centre 
of  the  imperial  army.  The  commandant 
of  Donauworth,  not  fecure  in  his  petition 
had  orders,  in  cafe  of  attack,  to  fall  back, 
and  take  a  no'.ition  bet  Ween  Gtindelfingen 
and  Heidenheim.  The  imperial  army 
was  on  the  point  of  abandoning  the  right 
bank  of  the  Rhine  to  withdraw  itfelf  to 
the  left.  By  the  late  vielory  of  Lecourbe, 
on  the  9th,  the  Auftrian  army  has  been 
obliged  to  effect  this  movement.  There 
are,  then,  no  longer  any  Auitriartson  the 
ri^ht  hank  of  the  Danube,  and  the  French 
have  it  in  their  power  to  purfue  them  be- 
yond that  river  when  they  fhall  judge  pro- 
per.

As  to  the  remainder,  M.  de 
Mel  is  will  make  what  arrangemtnts  he 
pleafes  :  but,  above  all,  it  is  mvfelf  that 
mult  be  accountable  for  my  conduct  to 
his  majefty,  in  whofe  name  I  command 
here.  My  garrifon,  who  has  no  d  -fire  to 
furrender,  would  never  forgive  me  were 
I  to  give  up  one  poll  before  the  time.  1 
ifh,  general,  to  preferve  its  elteem,  and 
yours  al fo. 

Tomorrow  at  5  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. I  will  fend  an  officer  to  you  to 
conclude  the  ulterior  arrangements. 

I  give  you  my  word  that  you  fliall  have 
pofleflion  of  the  forts  on  the  23d,  and  the 
city  on  the  24th.
